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HISTORY OF THE SCHOOL 
“The Builders’ 


“For the structure that we raise 

Time is with materials filled. 

Our todays and yesterdays 

Are the blocks with which we build.” 
—H. W. Longfellow. 


Such thoughts may have been in the minds of those sturdy pioneers to whom we pay 
our first tribute for the organization of Madison Township in 1836. 


As of a nation, so of an institution, its history goes back many years with many “build-— 
ers’ having contributed to its foundation and continued development. Our gratitude and 
appreciation is due to all who in the past years made every effort and sacrifice, oftentimes 
meeting discouragement and seeming frustration, while trying to provide higher education 
for the youth. 


More than forty years ago, a two-year high school course was added to the curriculum 
of the Hoagland School. This functioned for several years and aroused still more interest in 
education beyond the eighth grade. After it was discontinued, the high school students were ~ 
transferred to Fort Wayne, Decatur or Monroeville. 


By 1926, so many were being transferred and transported to these high schools that, in 
view of the fact that the grade buildings had been condemned, it was really an economy 
measure to build for both grade and high school. All necessary steps having been taken, 
construction was begun that summer. Mr. D. O. McComb, county superintendent of schools; 
Mr. Paul Smitley, Madison Township trustee; Advisory Board members were William Busick, 
John Couey and Alex Brouwer; C. R. Weatherhogg was the architect. 


On January 1, 1927, Mr. Fred Oehler became Township Trustee, with Fred Bohnke, Mau- 
rice Gerardot and Louis Grodrian, Advisory Board. They completed the building, having it 
ready by September | for the beginning of the New Era. Mr. E. A. Doty was the first prin- 
cipal. Students were enrolled who had attended not only the above mentioned high schools, 
but also the Chicago Training School, Detroit and Angola High Schools and the Interna- 
tional Business College. They deserve special commendation for their splendid attitude and 
co-operation in the arrangement of a program which would meet such a variety of needs. 
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The Dedication Ceremony was held Sunday afternoon, December 11, which was the 
one hundred eleventh anniversary of our state. Mr. M. F. Worthman, Decatur’s school super- 
intendent, who had evidenced so much personal interest in many of our students, was the 
speaker. Jj. C. Cafaro and daughters furnished the music, which was ste) well received that 
Mr. Cafaro was soon engaged as orchestra director. 


This very first year our school began taking honors. In a public speaking contest, ent- 
ered by several county and the Fort Wayne High Schools our representative, Earl Clayton, 
placed first. In the years since, we placed first four times and second five times in the county 
Latin contests. In the district which comprised eight counties our representative, Florence 
Brown, placed first, two years in succession. In the spelling contests, Mary Clayton and 
Hazel Jane Clayton were grand champions. Others who have been our winners are: Mil- 
dred Franke, Charles Reynolds, Josephine Smith, Jeanette Youse, Willo Fry, Delmer Hoffman, 
Alice Griebel and Margaret Crabill in the Latin. Spelling winners have been: Mabel Bacon, 


Leona Brokamp, Phyllis Houk and Ben Ruhl. Our basketball teams have been County 
Champions four times. 


Mr. E. A. Doty was the principal for three years. Mr. Kelro Whiteman taught social 
studies and physical education two years before becoming the principal, which position he 
held for seven years when he resigned to assume the office of County Superintendent. This 
is Mr. Gerald Irwin's second year as principal. Faculty members in previous years include: 
Juanita Marquardt, Lela Dunten, Elizabeth West, Helen Conley, Golda Laney, Geraldine Fred- 
ericks, Catherine Dice, Irene Youse, John Flora and Arno Ellis. 


The Baccalaureate Services have been held in the local churches with the following 
ministers officiating: The Reverends Davies, Wheadon, Shumaker, Wyandt, Meyer, Trojan, 
Rodenbeck, Jennings, Aker and Hile. 


The Commencement speakers have included six college presidents or professors: Lewis 
Hessert, I. J. Good, Dr. R. E. Tulloss, J. O. Winger, Andrew Cordier and Robert La Follette; 
three prominent attorneys, S. Jackson, C. R. McNabb and David Hogg; one minister, William 
Aker, and R. N. Snider, principal of South Side High School. 


On January 1, 1935, Mr. Herman Franke became the Township Trustee, with Fred Bohn- 
ke, John Witte and Fred Alfeld on the Advisory Board. Enrollment in the school and interest 
in its activities had increased to such an extent that more room was necessary, so in 1936 a 
large gymnasium-auditorium was built. The former gymnasium was made into a manual- 
training room, an electrically equipped kitchen and a dining room. The rooms formerly 
used by these departments were made suitable for class rooms. 


The Dedication Ceremony was on Wednesday afternoon before Thanksgiving. A pag- 


eant—'’America: The Land of Opportunity’’—was the feature number. Every student from the 
first grade to the twelfth had a part. 


Since the erection of this building, all school activities and many community affairs have 
been held here, thus cementing community friendship and interest and molding civic pride. 


Thus the past has had its part so we should— 


“Build today then strong and sure 
With a firm and ample base 
And ascending and secure 
Shall tomorrow find its place.” 


As we look into the tomorrows with high hopes we again quote Mr. Longfellow—

Our enthus- 
iasm was matched only by our lack of experience. We organized our class under the spon- 
sorship of Mrs. Sheehan with the following officers: Miriam Luginbill, president; Kathleen 
Koenemann, vice-president; Maxine Smitley, secretary; and Lavella Smith, treasurer. Two 
parties were held during the year, one at the home of Aldine Kaiser, the other at Luella 
Hegerfeld’s. 


How grown-up we felt in September, when 38 Sophomores moved into the center sec- 
tion of the assembly. Mrs. Sheehan was again chosen for sponsor and the following officers 
were elected: Meta Fuhrman, Dan Barkley and David Perry. Lavella Smith, having proved 
her ability to get a response from the fans in her freshman year, was re-elected yell lead- 
er, with Miriam Luginbill as a helper. Dave Perry, small but mighty, proved to be a great 
aid to the basketball team, not only during this year but also in the junior and senior years. 
Both girls’ and boys’ basketball teams were winners in the interclass tournament. One of the 


main events of the year was a treasure hunt enjoyed by the whole class at the home of Ar- 
lene and Beulah Gaskill. 


Father Time marched on and at last as juniors we were assigned the coveted seats near 
both the windows and the radiators. How important and superior we felt! Miss Thomas was 
our sponsor and Lavella Smith, Meta Fuhrman and David Perry were our officers. We con- 
tinued to show our ability in softball, basketball and cheer leading and added dramatics to 
our conquests. ‘Show Boat,’ a minstrel, was given by the Glee Club of which many of us 
were members. On April 9, 1938, we presented a play, “Oh, Professor!”, directed by Miss 


Brown. Hopes and plans finally materialized in a three-day trip with the seniors to Turkey 
Run. Did we have fun? And do you remember?? 


“The senior class will please meet in Room 2. Miss Thomas will be your sponsor.” So 
were the notices at the beginning of the last turn of the hour-glass. Robert Gresley, Charles 
Frederick and David Perry were chosen to guide us to the final goal. Our trip to the Bluffton 
fair as juniors had been so much fun that we tried it again with a picnic supper at the 
State Park. Our class suddenly abandoned their dignified state and attended a convention 
for carefree hobos at the home of Robert VanHorn. Then we again settled down to weeks 
of hard work and to the production of our senior play, “The Adventures of Tom Sawyer,” 
under the direction of Miss Thomas. It proved to be a great success, the cast portraying 
their roles very well. Other capable students of our class who were members of the Glee 


Club participated in the North Eastern Indiana High School Chorus which sang at the Teach- 
ers’ Convention in Fort Wayne. ' 


Our desire to put our journalistic ideas into the hands of the community led us to the 
editing of the first year of the Hoagland Hurricane and finally to the co-editing of this an- 
nual. Yes, we still took part in athletics. Why not, with Dave, Feedie, Lloyd, LeRoy, Emer- 
son and Curly? We are proud of their records. But the sand is almost through; our caps 
and gowns are here. We have waited anxiously for this time; now we aren't sure. But 
we cannot stop; the hour is here. The class of '39 leaves Hoagland High to those who fol- 


low and hopes they will never let the sands clog in the march of progress, but climb on and 
up, ‘though the rocks be rugged.’
